Proposed $148,606 Atherton Budget 
Hints Town Tax Rate to Hold Firm 


Atherton’s 48-cent tax rate will 
not be raised next year, said City 
Clerk W. Howard Boren regarding 
the reading of the 1954 budget in- 
troduced at Monday’s council ses- 
sion. 

The budget indicates $148,606 in 
expenditures, with $73,614 of that 
amount labeled “in lieu’ and 
$74,992 labeled ‘‘to be raised.” Al- 
together the proposed expenses 
look like this: 

For general government, $21,- 
345; for protection of persons 
and property, $70,561; for sani- 
tation; $4000; for repair of 
streets, equipment purchase and 
the like, $45,200; for miscellan- 
eous, $7500. 

Eight thousand dollars in the 
second listing will cover the new 
gates for the Watkins avenue rail-

Property-owners with lots fac- 
ing the south side of Santa Cruz 
avenue between Doyle street and 
University drive will attempt to 
| acquire the four “key” lots in each 
of their blocks, for offstreet park- 
ing. : 

A meeting at which the negoti- 
ations for parcels involved—18 in 
all—will be opened has been set 
for 8 p. m. July 13, at the offices 
ie Seybold and Ferguson, 1025 El 
ont Real.

Crossing Gates 
To Be Installed — 


‘At Watkins Avenue 


It’s up to the Southern Pacific 
company now as té when the new 
crossing gates at Watkins avenue 
and the railroad tracks are in- 
stalled. 

Money for payment of a quarter 
of the cost of the gates was auth- 
orized Monday night by Atherton 
town councilmen. San Mateo coun- 
ty is to pay another fourth, and 


r the SP will pay one-half of the 


e 


cost. 

Also under discussion at Mon- 
day’s meeting was the problem of 
easing the grade at.the crossing, 
which has long presented an irk- 
some situation. 

The road extends from Middle- 
field road to station lane. 

Improvement of the grade 
crossing was suggested several 
months ago and, a_ report 
made two years ago showed 

that, in a 24-hour period, about 

268° vehicles crossed the tracks. 
_ This number is assumed to have 

increased considerably. 

Subdivisions facing Watkins av- 
enue east of the railroad tracks 
are also “in the works,” a discus- 
sion before the town countil indi- 
cated. 

During the past two years.there 
have been three auto-train mis- 
haps at the crossing, according to 
Police: Chief Leroy Hubbard, but 
no fatalities resulted. Last of these 
mishaps was about a month ago. 
FROM AUDIENCE 

Charles E. Fenner, speaking 
from the audience, expressed con- 
cern over the possibility that al- 
tering the grade would hamper 
drainage. He was told by City En- 
gineer Edwin C. Smith that the 
project would include culverts 
a nd other facilities for draining 
water trapped by a longer ap- 
proach to the railroad right-of- 
way. 

Pians have not yet come to a 
blueprint stage, Smith added, but 
it is expected that they will be 
ready in a month or so. 

Resurfacing of the avenue from 
Middlefield road to Station lane 
was also discussed.

Kerrigan was the on- 
ly Pacific coast athlete to repre- 
sent, the United States at the 
Olympic games in Athens, Greece, 
in 1906. 

As a rugby football star he play- 
ed six years with the Multnomsh 
Athletic club of Portland. He was 
captain of the Olympic club rug- 
by team of San Francisco in 1908.

Results in $30,000 
Estimated Damage 


Menlo Park’s Safeway store, at 
Santa Cruz avenue and Doyle 
street, was closed for repairs this 
week in the wake of a fire which 
early Saturday resulted in an es- 
timated $5000 damage to the store 
building and $20,000 to the stock. 

An electrical installation in a 
“deep freeze” unit, in the build- 
ing’s stockroom, was given as the 
cause of the blaze. 

The fire was reported at 2:34 
a. m. by Sergeant Bud Roach 
and Officer Edward Werner of 
the Menlo Park police depart- 
ment, who noticed smoke em- 
anating from the building. They 
radioed the Menlo Park Tire 
District, which responded im- 
mediately with its aerial ladder 
truck, squad. truck, and two of 
its pumping engines. 

Firemen had to break a door 
and enter the smoke-filled build- 
ing with oxygen masks. 

Once inside, they discovered the 
seat of the blaze-and within min- 
utes had it under control. 

Though the fire itself was con- 
fined to the store’s stockroom, 
heat was so intense that plate 
glass windows in the front of the 
store were cracked. 

Smoke, too, filtered to all 
parts of the building. 

Two firemen suffered minor in 
juries during the blaze. They. were 
Assistant Chief and Fire Mar- 
shal Edwin Wickstrom, who re- 
ceived medical attention for a 
turned ankle and Fireman Bill 
Miller, who was treated for a la- 
cerated finger. 


The firemen reported that they 


were on the job, putting out the 
fire and cleaning up debris, for a 
total of three hours and four min- 
utes.
